Metaverse Weddings — games people play? 


Perhaps, if you believe games to be experiences of fantasy, Metaverse 
Weddings here implore you to live out your grandest dream ceremony. 


May I invite you to attend this wedding ? It reiterates the analogy above. 


You've just watched the wedding of Clarence Chan and Joanne Tham. Set 
against a backdrop of quintessential gardens at a voxelized re-creation of 
Alkoff Mansion, digital avatars of family and friends, and even Joanne’s pet dog, 
witnessed the couple seal their vows with a kiss. The voxelated likeness of 
Sebastien Borget, co-founder and COO of Sandbox, officiated the metaverse 
wedding, pronouncing the couple, man and wife. The video even featured a 
view of the dance floor so we could see the avatars strutting and swaying in 
their retro chic. Every detail-from guest personalities-to outfits were 
customized to keep with the wedding’s 70s disco glam theme. 


Joanne was ecstatic, "We even managed to create a version of my designer gown" 


The actual Alkoff Mansion with its distinctive landscaped gardens, fountains, and 
broad balustrade stairways was digitally recreated by metaverse architecture and 
Web3 design agency, Smobler Studios. 


This being Singapore’s first ever metaverse wedding, the couple planted the 
national flag at the digital wedding venue. This was also the first wedding hosted in 
Sandbox. 


Metaverse weddings are veritably, evolved zoom weddings. 


Desperate times of the recent pandemic got a couple to call off their real-time 
wedding and host a non-legal ceremony in the virtual world of Animal Crossing, a 
video game. (Desperate measures?) 


But we are past tough times now. 


The wedding you witnessed above is like an alluring advert. There is so much more 
to digital weddings- some good and some not-so-good: 


It? a Dream Come Trve! 


No matter how obnoxiously indulgent I get, my physical wedding cannot have me 
ride a flying horse to the venue or have a genie pop out of his lamp with the 
wedding rings. A virtual wedding provokes fantasy. It is only a matter of how 
unbridled imaginations (and budgets) can be. 


Miami based wedding planner Nathalie Cadet-James expresses, “I think my role 
might be more like a producer or film director. I could create a set... Flowers might 
come out of the ground as youre walking into the space.’ 
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India's Dinesh Padmavathi and Janaganandhini Ramasamy were one of the earliest 
to host their (the traditional legal ceremony having already 
taken place) in February of last year. Being avid Harry Potter fans, the couple chose 
a Hogwarts theme for their metaverse venue, created by the start-up TardiVerse. 


The couple had the bride’s late father recreated virtually for the ceremony. Dinesh: 
“So, I'm creating a 3D avatar that looks similar to [him], and he will bless me and 
my fiancée. That's something we can only do in the metaverse." 


Former AC Milan and Barcelona footballer, Kevin-Prince Boateng, wed his model 
bride, Valentina Fradegrada, on a virtual moon. On June 11, 2022, the couple 

with their fans in attendance, who purchased the 
limited NFT invitations for US $50.00 a piece on Opensea. 


OVER created the venue in collaboration with Italian showman and wedding 
planner Enzo Miccio who also organized and hosted the real life event. The 
real-time ceremony took place in an undisclosed locale in Tuscany. 


Personally, the metaverse venue design failed to keep up with the brouhaha 
surrounding the virtual event. 


Best of Both Worlds. 


On September 4, 2021, Traci and Dave Gagnon celebrated a hybrid or Digital Twin 
wedding, connecting two opposing worlds with one ceremony. The digital 
experience simulated the real-life one at the same time! As they kissed, exchanged 
rings, and danced, their avatars did the same. Traci walked down the aisle by the 
avatar of her close friend, and Dave watched his digitalized buddy raise a toast. 
Even their digital outfits were created to replicate the ones worn at the physical 
wedding. 


Their wedding celebrated the couple’s meeting at a virtual office event in 2015. 


Party Favors Can be a ‘Token of Your Appreciation on the 
Blockchain.. 


It makes so much sense to have uniquely crafted gifts to help guests forever 
remember your special day. Arizona couple Candice and Ryan Hurley gifted NFTs 
of their dog Pepper, a dachshund-terrier rescue, as party souvenirs to their guests. 


NFTs are permanently recorded on the blockchain, they cannot get lost or be 
forgotten. NFTs can make memories for keeps. 


(ove wifhout Prejudice. 


Rebecca Kacherginsky embraces the egalitarianism of the borderless metaverse: 
“Blockchain marriage gives individuals the power to declare and record a loving 
commitment without the need for state, religious, or any other authority.” 


Perfect. As long as one is not insistent on the legal status of a metaverse wedding. 


It Can Rain on Metaverse Weddings Too. 
The Glitches are Technical. 
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Candice and Ryan Hurley of Phoenix, Arizona, renewed their wedding vows in the 
metaverse in February 2022, their 14th wedding anniversary. Passionate about 
skiing, the couple chose the mountains of Telluride, Colorado as their virtual venue 
in Decentraland, where Clint Bolick, an Arizona Supreme Court Justice, presided 
over the digital ceremony. 


The 3200 guests that showed up for the ceremony also included curious visitors to 
Decentraland, unbeknownst to the couple. Decentraland struggled to handle the 


claimed just 20 minutes into the event. At one point, digital Ryan was left alone in 
the aisle, waiting for Candice's avatar to make an appearance. Also, depending on 
which server attendees had been split into, the bride was wearing a dress, a 
hoodie, or wasn't there at all. “I kept crashing into the wall as I tried to walk down 
the aisle because there were too many avatars in the space,’ said Candice. “It was 
chaotic, but so much fun.”

And the Venve, Darling? 


The quaint, minimalist sits in a "tranquil area of 
Decentraland... Elegant design, modern colors and architecture... You can hear the 
birds chirping even though you are in the vastness of the metaverse,” says the 
website. The structure is devoid of any religious symbols and welcomes people of 
all backgrounds, nationalities, faith, and orientation. "Pledge your allegiance as a 
couple alone or bring a minister or other moral authority to witness your 
partnership.” 


The Chapel of the Metaverse accommodates 30 people at a time and can be rented 
for $98 an hour. Although they do recommend reserving the space for at least 3 
hours as a buffer for technical inconveniences and to hang out with wedding 
guests after the ceremony. 


Besides gifts, invites, and wedding certificate NFTs, the Chapel also has a collection 
of wedding ring NFTs in gold and platinum available for US $89.00. 


Somebody Say Metaverse Weddings are Less Exorbitant? 


Wedding fancies take that call. The cost of customizing wearables, venue and 
decor, party favors, invites, and the guest list is completely subjective to 
preferences. Not much different than a wedding in the physical realm. 


As a guideline, the Gagnon’s wedding budget in 2021 was US $30,000. If the couple 
had skimped on customization, they would’ve been richer by US $10,000.

(et Get to the Meat. Are Weddings in the Metaverse Legal? Will 
They Ever Be? 


Joshua Daniel, Utah County Clerk and Auditor said, “it is unlikely that society (and 
therefore government agencies that issue marriage licences) will accept a digital 
image as a true representation of a real-life person any time soon.” His county's 
marriage license and passport office is considered one of the most technologically 
advanced in the nation since it upgraded its application process in 2019 with video 
conference weddings during the pandemic. Daniel says, as per thedailybeast.com, 
that he’s personally interested in metaverse weddings, but isn’t holding his breath. 
“The fact is, the county does not have jurisdiction in the metaverse.” 


Jordan Rose of Rose Law Group points out the obvious complexity of metaverse 
weddings: technically, two avatars getting married in the virtual world could be 
legally married to other people in real life. (Oops!) 


Rose takes this a step further by setting up a Legal Services consultancy in the 
metaverse. For the Hurleys’ wedding, the Rose Group drafted a prenuptial 
agreement recorded on the Ethereum blockchain. It included the avatars’ digital 
assets like wearables, digital wedding gifts, and their metaverse marriage license. 
Rose: “...here you can create the legal parameters as you create the fantasy world” 


Until the borderless virtual world is given its own legal status, with its own set of 
laws, licensing virtual weddings seems to be... a fantasy. 


To Wed or not to Wed in the Metaverse - 
Could This be the Question? 


You could perceive digital weddings as gimmicky bait, but look beyond its exterior 
of an over-hyped trend and you will see the potential of bridging two opposing, 
yet, parallel realms and experiences. 


Cheers! 
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As technology continues to evolve, so 
too do the ways in which we connect 
with one another. The rise of 
blockchain, cryptocurrency, and 
non-fungible tokens (NFTs) has already 
begun to disrupt a variety of industries, 
and the world of dating apps is no 
exception. 


At the core of this disruption is the concept 
of decentralization. Blockchain technology 
allows for the creation of decentralized 
networks, where data is stored across a 
network of computers rather than in a 
central location.

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Books Are in for a Wild Ride

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Blockchain technology has the potential to change the way we 
read, write, and publish books. 


When, a year ago, Nuno, Diego, Jose, and | launched the very first 
version of Readl, we were probably one of the three projects 
whose vision was to bring books on the blockchain. 


Since then, we have had countless interesting conversations with 
authors, publishers, artists, and web3 companies. We have been 
learning, tackling challenges, brainstorming, and dreaming of new 
ways to create and consume stories with blockchain technology. 


Today, | want to share how, after a year of working in the space, 
I’m imagining the future of books, a future where NFT books are a 
viable alternative to traditional ebooks and web3 is a space of 
infinite possibilities, where everyone is rewarded and their work is 
valued. 
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We, at Readl, do not believe, nor 
have we ever believed, that 
speculating over NFT books will 
lead to success. Instead, we 
believe the blockchain will lead the 
next revolution in the publishing 
industry and that the community of 
authors, publishers, and tech 
companies will play a pivotal role in 
it. 


A fairer economic model: higher 
profit and ownership 


A couple of years ago, one of my 
cofounders and Readl's CEO, 
Diego Torres, wanted to read with 
his 6 years old son "The Hobbit” in 
its Catalan version: he bought the 
ebook a few years back and 
something strange happened: the 
book wasn' there anymore. 


He thought he owned the book, but 
it turned out he had only rented it. 
He realized that e-books were 
different from physical books, and 
he didn't have the same rights as a 
physical book owner. He didn't own 
it. 

Web3 is changing this. The real 
value of NFT books lies in the fairer 
economic model it provides for 


both creators and 
publishers, as well as 
readers. 


The average reader may 
not be aware of it yet, but 
the idea of owning a digital 
book, rather than simply 
buying access to it, will 
become a major factor in 
why people are choosing 
to purchase books on the 
blockchain. This is largely 
due to the fact that the 
blockchain offers to the 
readers the peace of mind 
to know that their book will 


remain theirs forever, instead of just being leased to them, and that 
they can access them anytime, anywhere. 


On the other hand, authors' and publishers' expectations will be 
higher: more control over their profit, transparency, and easier ways 
to manage royalties. By giving emerging authors and independent 
publishers more opportunities and access, we can expect to see 
the emergence of new genres and representation from communities 
that are currently underrepresented. 


Better dialogues between stakeholders 


| recently attended a meeting with my team at a large publishing 
house. They expressed their frustration of not being able to obtain 
accurate data on how many books of a specific author they are 
selling. And this was one of the reasons they were exploring books 
as NFTs. 


The blockchain brings with it unprecedented levels of transparency. 


This will be one of the factors that will revolutionize the dialogue 
between the different stakeholders in the publishing industry. 
Authors, publishers, industry professionals, and readers will all 
benefit from the same level of access to information, leading to 
better deals for everyone involved. Increased transparency will 
create a more equitable and efficient system for all parties. 


Gatekeepers such as Amazon must reassess their policies and 
conditions, and shift their mindset from one of monopolizing the 
industry to one of building a future together with the community. 
This will require a change of perspective, as well as a willingness to 
embrace a new world of transparency. By working together, the 
publishing industry can move forward to create a brighter and more 
collaborative future, where all stakeholders are in a better position 
to benefit. 


Exploring new ways to tell stories 


The advent of Web2 and social media platforms introduced us to 
new ways of consuming content: it has enabled the rise of a new 
form of storytelling, micro-storytelling, which uses text, images, 
videos, and audio as well as real-time engagement between tellers 


and audience members. 


The Harry Potter universe is a great example of leveraging the power 
of web2, as seen with the launch of Wizarding World in 2009, formerly 
known as Pottermore, a full set of extra content, engaging online 
activities, and merch for the most passionate ****wizard fans. 


Web3 is taking a step forward. 


What if buying a book would give you access to a secret chapter? Or 
if it would let you create (and potentially monetize) fan fiction? Or get 
you a customized version of the story? 


From collaborative stories like Edenhorde and Jenkins the Vallet 
project, we are already witnessing how the Web3 community is 
exploring new technology and is bringing writing projects to life that 
were previously difficult to achieve on Web2. 


Tokenized stories are already enabling unlockable content or access 
to special benefits and perks, but the future could bring no-code (and 
mostly very cheap) tools for creators to really build a whole new 
digital, interactive world around their IP, while being able to monetize 
basically everything. 


A new Harry Potter adventure written by a surprisingly talented fan 
could be the next big jackpot of Penguin Random House and J.K. 
Rowling. 


Or you could suddenly become the protagonist of a new sequel of 
Foundation (so we can forget the Apple tv adaptation). Everyone 
could have their own next-gen Wizarding World in just a few clicks! 


We will see technology enabling creativity in a whole new interactive 
dimension and we can't wait to see what the community will come up 
with. 


A community that is unique 


l've been building communities since community building wasn't even 
a thing. But when | entered the web3 space, | was surprised to find 
that the community here is vastly different from web2. 


There's for sure a lot of hypocrisy and dishonesty going on in the 


space, where people are using the word community for their own 
gain. 


But, if you keep the distance from most wen, frens, hodl, you 
discover that this community is truly unprecedented, almost like a 
religion where experimentation and innovation are the first 
commandments, and privacy and trust are the fundamental 
principles that drive us forward. 


Members are actively contributing to the growth of the space, and 
it's incredible to witness the changes in mindset that have occurred 
over the past few months. Rather than just seeking a quick financial 
return, members are now more focused on genuinely building the 
future of this space. This shift in mindset has been inspiring and is a 
testament to the dedication of the community members. 


They are continuously pushing boundaries, exploring new ideas, 
and taking risks in order to further the development of the space 
and create something extraordinary. 
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It's a truly remarkable thing to witness, 
and it's inspiring to see how many 
creators, readers, and innovators, are 
embracing the opportunity to be part of 
something bigger. 


We should envision this community 
continuing to advocate and educate the 
public, inspiring their families, friends, 
colleagues, and neighbors to join our 
quest and improve, day by day, the space | 
and its values. 


We are responsible to create a fair, 
better space 


| know it may sound naive or idealistic to 
hope that society will not repeat past 
mistakes and will create a new space that 
is inclusive, fair, and equitable. | know 
that those who propose radical social 
change are often considered dreamers 
and that people who challenge the status 
quo often lose. But, we have a 
responsibility: we are the privileged ones 
who entered the space before anyone 
else. We are the pioneers who have the 
opportunity to really shape this space in 
its early days, to define, together, how 
books and stories will be part of our daily 
lives five, ten, twenty years from now. We 
are building the infrastructure and setting 
an example of how this community should 
be, its potential, and what it can achieve.
